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Five years’jail for 
stabbing in park 


A TOTTENHAM man has been jailed 
for five years for stabbing an acquain¬ 
tance in a busy park full of families in 
the Hornsey area. 

Efe Guloglu, 20, unemployed of 
Mount Pleasant Road, appeared at 
Wood Green Crown Court on Thursday 
December 22. 

The court heard that on Monday 
August 1 at about 7.30pm hours Duck¬ 
etts Common was busy with families 
enjoying the good weather. 

A 19-year-old man was drinking in 
the park with a group of men near the 
children’s play area when he was 
stabbed three times by Guloglu, who 
escaped in a silver Audi. 

Following the incident the victim 
tried to make his way out of the park, 
assisted by friends, but he collapsed on 
the path. 


He was taken to the Royal London 
Hospital and eventually discharged 
after treatment. 

Guloglu was arrested in Tottenham 
two days later and charged with Section 
18 wounding with intent to cause griev¬ 
ous bodily harm. He was found guilty 
of the charge following a trial at Wood 
Green Crown Court 

Investigating officer, DC Julie Rus¬ 
sell of Haringey CID, said: “This was a 
vicious attack that could have left the 
victim with far more serious injuries. 

“We are grateful to the member of the 
public who witnessed the incident and 
gave evidence at court. Their input, 
together with CCTV images, supported 
the prosecution of the defendant and 
assisted us in obtaining a guilty verdict. 

“I am pleased that a violent offender 
has been brought to justice.” 



DOGS SEIZED BY 
POLICE IN RAID 




TWO suspected dangerous dogs were seized by 
police during an early morning raid on a flat in 
Highgate on Tuesday. 

Officers from the Met Status Dogs Unit and 
Bruce Grove Safer Neighbourhoods Team took 
the two female dogs, thought to be pit-bulls 
from the property in Hillcrest. 

A man was arrested on suspicion of posses¬ 
sion of prohibited fighting dogs and has been 
bailed to return to police on February 10 pend¬ 
ing examination of the dogs. 

Bruce Grove Safer Neighbourhoods Team is 
leading Haringey’s response to dangerous dogs, 
which was set as a ward priority following con¬ 
cerns over dog behaviour in Lordship Recre¬ 
ation Ground and Downhills Park, Tottenham. 

PC Kerry Davies has been on attachment with 
the Met Status Dogs Unit to help her to gain an 
understanding of the initial stages of identifying 
possible prohibited breeds. 

She is Haringey’s dangerous dogs liaison offi¬ 
cer and works with all 19 of the borough’s Safer 
Neighbourhoods Teams, response teams, dog 


handlers, the Met Status Dogs Unit, RSPCA and 
Haringey Council. 

She said: “We will investigate all reported 
sightings of suspected prohibited animals, irre¬ 
sponsible or suspicious activity, and where 
appropriate take action within the parameters of 
the law.” 

Officers from the SNT have been going into 
schools, parks and vets to help educate people 
about responsible dog ownership and encourage 
as many people as possible to report irresponsi¬ 
ble and dangerous dog ownership to them. 

Sergeant Matthew Casey, who leads on 
Haringey’s dangerous dog strategy, added: “It is 
important to clarify that if people have inadver¬ 
tently purchased a pit bull type dog, there are 
occasions where they may retain their pet, sub¬ 
ject to strict conditions and registration. We can 
help people through this process.”

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Boredom and greed 
blamed for the riots

A LACK of job opportunities, bore¬ 
dom and greed are among the reasons 
given for the rioting in Enfield 
last summer. 

But Enfield Council’s riot commis¬ 
sion, which released its draft findings 
last night, said there was no one spe¬ 
cific cause - and poor parenting, the 
media, consumerism and a lack of 
aspiration were also blamed. 

Members of the commission spoke 
to residents affected by the distur¬ 
bances and some people who took 
part in the riots gave their views via a 
questionnaire. However, no one from 
the commission spoke directly to any 
jailed rioters, as they had intended, 
after requests put to the prison ser¬ 
vice were rejected. 

Speaking at the Dugdale Centre, in 


A RAPID response by Enfield’s top 
police officer saved the borough from 
severe damage, according to a mem¬ 
ber of the council’s riot commission. 

Michael Rye, the commission’s 
vice-chairman, said that having Dave 
Tucker, who was the borough police 
commander at the time, on the streets 


London Road, Enfield, where mem¬ 
bers of the public were invited to have 
a say on the findings, commission 
member Ingrid Cranfield said: 
“There was no one clearly identifi¬ 
able cause of the riots. One general 
cause was anger with the police, but 
we are not sure why that would be. 
Generally across the country there 
were many rioters who had previous 
convictions but in Enfield that was 
not the case. 

“The report reveals that young peo¬ 
ple are feeling marginalised from soci¬ 
ety. At the youth summit, where lots 
of young people gave their views, one 
person said: ‘Adults don’t think we 
are important but we are the future’.” 

One of the cross-party commis¬ 
sion’s key recommendations is that 
the council and police engage with 
young people. 


when the riots began had helped con¬ 
trol the situation along Church Street. 

“He could call down the riot police 
straightaway and that was very effec¬ 
tive,” said Mr Rye. “There weren’t 
any buildings set on fire.” 

Speaking at the Dugdale Centre, he 
praised Mr Tucker, but also said that 


“We have an unusually broad range 
of services for young people,”’ added 
Ms Cranfield, “but perhaps we need 
to make sure we let them know these 
opportunities exist. Young people 
need more preparation for the world 
of work and we should promote the 
idea of citizenship among them so 
they feel they belong.” 

Conservative councillor Martin 
Prescott criticised the report’s find¬ 
ings, saying that failings in the crimi¬ 
nal justice system had led to the riots. 

“The report doesn’t make it clear 
that a tiny minority of people were 
involved in the riots,” he said. 

“You haven’t looked at what the 
judicial system has done over genera¬ 
tions to ensure people don’t commit 
crimes. The answer is very little 
and people think they can get away 
with it.” 


the police had to do more to ensure 
the ethnic mix of police officers was 
more representative of the borough. 

“I know from speaking to some 
officers that there is a macho, canteen 
culture in the police force and that is 
off-putting if you don’t come from 
that background,” added Mr Rye. 


Businesses 
boosted by

BUSINESSES blighted by the riots 
have been thrown a cash lifeline by 
Enfield Council, which has 
awarded more than £100,000 to 
traders hit by the looting. 

As well as handing out £16,000 
in grants to small and 
medium-sized enterprises, the 
council has given a rates rebate of 
£88,000 to shops that lost out on 
crucial trading time due to the 
scale of the riots. 

The council hopes the relief 
package will boost business in the 
borough in the coming months in 
the aftermath of the tough 
economic times of 2011. 

Del Goddard, cabinet member 
for business and regeneration, 
pledged the council would “support 
retailers in any way we can”. 

He said: “Many businesses were 
affected by August’s disturbances 
and it is right that the council 
supports them and helps them get 
back on their feet by giving them a 
rates rebate for the time they spent 
clearing up and making their 
businesses operational again.” 

The cash boost was welcomed by 
Oily Prigmore, chairman of 
Enfield Business and Retailers’ 
Association, who said: “Any help 
given to businesses can only be a 
good thing for the community.”

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Mother-of-seven brands her 
home eviction as disgusting 


Concerns over noise after all-night 
New Year’s party in Trent Park

A MOTHER-of-seven has called her eviction by 
a housing association “disgusting” after she was 
ordered to leave her home of nine years in 
Enfield Island Village. 

Felicia Marcel was evicted from 50 Ostell 
Crescent on Monday by London Quadrant 
(L&Q) housing after the family was found to 
have repeatedly breached the tenancy agreement 
with the housing association. 

But speaking to the Advertiser surrounded by 
her possessions and supported by family and 
friends, the 47-year-old was scathing about her 
treatment at the hands of L&Q. 

“I have been treated disgustingly,” the former 
foster parent said. Pointing at the police van, 
which had arrived to enforce the eviction, she 
asked: “Why are there so many police here? I 
have everything packed up - I’ve never put up 
any fight against the police or anything.” 

The housing association was granted an out-

right possession order on November 22 after the 
family repeatedly came to the attention of police 
and Enfield Council’s Community Safety Team 
for criminal behaviour. The offences were 
deemed to be so bad that the judge who heard 
the case at Snaresbrook Crown Court said the 
family were responsible for one of the worst 
cases of anti-social behaviour he had dealt with. 


A council spokesman said further details were 
unavailable due to ongoing court proceedings. 

But Miss Marcel was adamant that her 17- 
year-old son was at the root of the trouble and 
maintained he no longer lived at the address. 

“It is nothing that I have done, it’s my son - 
but he doesn’t even live here,” she added. “I put 
him out on the street.” 

Miss Marcel, who lives with her nine-year-old 
daughter, added: “I’m just glad my daughter 
isn’t here to see this. She’s staying with my other 
daughter and she knows this is happening - but 
how could I let her see this?” 


A spokesman for L&Q housing said: “This 
was such an extreme case that we had to take the 
strongest possible action to protect other resi¬ 
dents and the wider community. 

“We treat any breaches of tenancy agreements 
very seriously. Efforts were made to work with 
the family but the problems continued. 

“We hope that people in the area will once 
again be able to live in peace and safety. We also 
hope this sends a very clear message that crimi¬ 
nality and anti-social behaviour will not be tol¬ 
erated.”

A NEW Year’s Eve party held in 
Trent Park has led concerned 
residents to fear it has set a 
precedent for similar all-night 
music events. 

Colin Bull, of Fair Green East, 
told the Advertiser that he heard 
reports from angry neighbours, 
who heard the thumping music 
right through the night. 

“One resident, who actually 
lives close to where the park site 
is, did tell me they heard the 
noise throughout the night,” Mr 
Bull said. “Of course, the 
organiser did say if any residents 
did report that, someone would 
come round and measure the 
decibels in their house, but who 
really wants a stranger coming 
in at three in the morning? 

“The fact that music could be 
heard proves that particular site 
is unsuitable for music and 
party events of this sort.” 

Mr Bull is concerned that the 
latest event has set a precedent 
for other, perhaps larger events 
to take place in the park. He 
said: “Where this party was held was 
actually an overspill car park and as well 
as the noise from this party there is also 
the fact that this party went on all night, 
which is just not fair on residents.” 

Mr Bull and other residents from Fair 
Green East and Bournewell Close were 
also concerned about parking in the run¬ 
up to the event but he admitted the 
provisions laid out by the event 


organisers and the council - of stationing 
parking stewards at the bottom of their 
streets - had worked well. 

However Mr Bull did admit the park 
was a good concert venue “as long as 
sufficient car parking is in place.” 

A council spokesman said he was 
unaware of any complaints made in the 
course of the night about the party in 
the park.

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Closure proposal 
for 24-hour A&E 
at Chase Farm put 
on hold until 2013 

Health bosses are to shut both the maternity

HEALTH chiefs have pushed back the date for 
the removal of the 24-hour A&E at Chase Farm 
Hospital to autumn 2013. 

It was announced last September that emer¬ 
gency services at the hospital in The Ridgeway, 
Enfield, would be disbanded in September 2012 
as part of the Barnet, Enfield and Haringey Clin¬ 
ical Strategy. Its maternity ward would then be 
removed in the middle of 2013. 

Now both are not set to be removed until at 
least September 2013 because, according to 
health bosses, the two departments should be dis¬ 
banded at the same time. 

As part of the plans, which residents and health 
campaigners have opposed for many years, 
maternity and emergency patients would be 
expected to travel to Barnet Hospital or to the 
North Middlesex University Hospital in Edmon¬ 
ton, instead of Chase Farm, for treatment. 

But hospital bosses have pledged to improve 
the provision of primary healthcare across 
Enfield and increase capacity at Barnet and the 
North Mid before any frontline services at Chase 
Farm are removed. 

According to health campaigners, however, the 
announcement should be taken “with a pinch 
of salt.” 

Kate Wilkinson, from the group Save Chase 
Farm, told the Advertiser: “So many dates have 
been set in the past. Residents expect improve¬ 
ments to healthcare before any dates can be taken 
seriously. 

“Our group has yet to see any evidence that 
any money has, to date, been ring-fenced for 
implementing those improvements to both pri¬ 
mary and secondary care, which would be 
needed before any services are taken away from 
Chase Farm.” 

The health secretary Andrew Lansley 


announced in September that Chase Farm 
would lose its A&E and maternity wards, dis¬ 
appointing many residents, local politicians and 
health campaigners, who had campaigned for 
the services to stay. 

In December the leader of Enfield Council, 
Doug Taylor, announced that the council would 
not be launching a judicial review of Mr Lans¬ 
ley’s decision to downgrade Chase Farm, saying 
there “was no chance of success.” 

Instead, he said that if primary care in Enfield 
had not been improved by the time services at 
Chase Farm were removed then a legal challenge 
would be launched. 

“At the end of the day, legally they have to put 
certain things in place and honour certain com¬ 
mitments that have previously been made before 
they can move anything,” added Mrs Wilkinson. 
“So far, that has not happened. Very clear legal 
expectations have been set up.” 

A spokeswoman for NHS North Central Lon¬ 
don said: “The lessons from south London 
around the clinical difficulty of moving emer¬ 
gency and maternity services at different times 
are being taken into account and further clinical 
advice is being sought. 

“However the developing thinking is that the 
emergency and maternity service moves may 
need to be aligned with a potential common 
timetable, for these service changes to be com¬ 
pleted in autumn 2013. 

By that time, a range of further developments 
will be in place within primary care and all the 
clinical changes will be fully implemented.” 

Dr Douglas Russell, medical director of pri¬ 
mary care for NHS NCL, added: “A draft pri¬ 
mary care strategy will be considered for 
approval by the joint boards of the local primary 
care trusts later this month and is an integral part 
of the overall BEH clinical changes.”

New pylons plan 
at Lee Valley Park

TWO new electricity pylons could be erected 
in Lee Valley Regional Park as part of the 
National Grid’s plans to upgrade outdated 
electricity provision across north London. 

The plans, which the National Grid is still con¬ 
sulting the public on, propose building two 
entirely new pylons on the northern portion of 
Tottenham Marshes. 

Because of the Marshes’ significance as one of 
the last remaining examples of semi-natural wet¬ 
land in greater London, the National Grid is still 
in the process of holding widespread consulta¬ 
tions on the developments which could radically 
alter aspects of the park. 

But despite anticipated objections to the 
pylons, the National Grid could have support 
from an unexpected quarter as Friends Of Tot¬ 
tenham Marshes secretary David Cottridge wel¬ 
comes any structure which provides more nesting 
sites to the rare birds that are making a come 
back on the marshes. 

“Pylons actually mean rare birds can breed on 
the marshes,” the nature lover told the Advertiser. 


“In fact - the height of the pylons mean pere¬ 
grine falcons and kestrels can breed there. Also, 
some of our members actually view pylons as 
important elements of our industrial agriculture.” 

While opposition to the plans may not be as 
fierce from conservation groups as anticipated, 
the National Grid is taking the opportunity over 
the next few weeks of inviting members of the 
public to view the proposals, which include 
building a new 400kV substation at Waltham 
Cross and installing two replacement transform¬ 
ers at Brimsdown Substation. 

According to the National Grid the reinforce¬ 
ment work is vital if it is to cope with ever- 
increasing energy demands on its infrastructure 
as the original 1960s pylons, cables and substa¬ 
tions cannot cope with the voltage now required 
of them.

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Judge highlighted 
damage to business 


YOU will by now be aware of the 
decision of the High Court on the 
application by businesses for 
leave to bring a judicial review of 
Enfield Council’s decision to 
introduce Sunday and night-time 
charges in the Enfield area. 

In short, the High Court granted 
leave for a judicial review of the 
decision and ordered the council 
not to implement the decision 
until there had been a full hearing 
of the review. 

Significantly, Mr Justice 
Collins, in giving his ruling, said 
that “there is a real risk of signif¬ 
icant damage to business and 
churches if it goes ahead”. He 
also said that arguably the consul¬ 
tation had not been sufficient. 

Coincidentally, the council has 
today published in the press for¬ 


mal notice of its intention to 
introduce charges for parking on 
Sundays in Enfield Town from 
January. 

You will also know that we have 
consistently argued that the intro¬ 
duction of charges on Sundays 
accompanied by more severe 
waiting restrictions would do con¬ 
siderable harm to the Enfield 
Town businesses and therefore 
the local economy, to say nothing 
of the impact on worshippers 
attending local churches, the lat¬ 
ter backed by a petition from the 
Church of Our lady of Mount 
Carmel and St George containing 
just short of 1,000 signatures col¬ 
lected on one Sunday. 

These are precisely the two sec¬ 
tors which the judge specifically 
highlighted as being affected 


adversely by Westminster’s deci¬ 
sion. 

Add to that the direct evidence 
that we have of Councillor 
Stafford’s admission before one 
of the Area Forums that the pro¬ 
posal is directed at increasing rev¬ 
enue, a consideration that is an 
irrelevant one and therefore 
unlawful under the Wednesbury 
Principles in Public Law, and it 
seems to me that the council runs 
a serious risk itself of a successful 
judicial review. 

In the light of this, I ask for this 
proposal to be cancelled or at the 
very least defer any implementa¬ 
tion until the outcome of the 
Westminster case is known.

I wish Andrew Lansley would 
spent 24 hours in the A&E depart¬ 


ment because he would see the 
strain that the doctors and nurses 
are under. If these patients have to 
be sent to North Middlesex or 
Barnet hospitals, will they have 
the facilities and staff to cope? It 
may save the NHS money, but at 


what cost in lives? 

I must also say that despite the 
stress, the doctors and nurses 
were excellent.

Nurse accused of 
sexual molestation 


absent at

A MALE nurse accused of sexually molesting 
four psychiatric patients at Chase Farm Hospital 
failed to turn up to his misconduct hearing on 
Monday. 

Ramkaranlall Bhatoolall, who was a nurse on 
Dorset ward, which is run by the Barnet, Enfield 
and Haringey Mental Health Trust, faces seven 
misconduct charges including touching one 
patient’s breast and another patient’s leg. 

He is also alleged to have told a patient he was 
aroused and asked her: “Do you want to touch it?” 

But, due to ill health, Mr Bhatoolall did not 
attend the Nursing And Midwifery Council hear¬ 
ing at The Grange Hotel, in Holborn, which 
began on Monday. 

The Mauritian-born nurse, who used to be a 
police officer, faces being struck off the nursing 
register if the independent panel at the hearing 
find him guilty of the offences. 

The incidents are alleged to have taken place

on Dorset ward, at Chase Farm Hospital, The 
Ridgeway, Enfield, between April and June 2008. 
Mr Bhatoolall denies acting inappropriately. 

A transcript of a meeting held between Mr 
Bhatoolall and Rosalind Glancy, the lead nurse at 
the ward in 2008, was read out at the hearing. 

The panel heard that during the meeting, held 
as part of the trust’s internal investigation, Mr 
Bhatoolall claimed the patients had “made the 
allegations up because they didn’t like him 
because he didn’t talk about his private life”. 

The transcript continued: “I am firm with 
them, I don’t allow them to eat food or drink tea 
in their rooms and visitors are not allowed in to 
see them beyond visiting hours”. 

The panel also heard that a student nurse he 
was mentoring asked to be given another mentor 
when the allegations came to light. 

A police investigation into the allegations was 
dropped due to the failing health of one of the 
patients. 

The hearing continues.

A SPATE of high street retailers 
announcing closures could see 
Enfield Town blighted by boarded- 
up shops in the months to come. 

High street chain Past Times is 
the latest victim of the tough eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

The firm, which sells retro- 
themed gifts, announced last week 
that it had gone into administration 
and confirmed that its store in 
Enfield Town shopping centre 
would be shutting its doors for good 
this week. 

In the same week major chains 
Barratts Shoes, La Senza and 
Blacks - which owns the Millets 
store in Enfield Town - announced 
they had gone bust after slower than 
expected Christmas sales.

“We have been very fortunate in 
Enfield. We have done well com¬ 
pared to other areas that have lots of 
empty and abandoned shop fronts.” 

Mr Rudling is hopeful that retail¬ 
ers can continue to be attracted to 
the town to fill any vacant premises. 

“We have a wide range of stores 
that appeal to young people and the 
more traditional shopper,” he added. 

Despite pessimism in high streets 
across the country as yet more peo¬ 
ple turn to out-of-town superstores 
and internet shopping, Mr Rudling 
believes campaigns such as Love 
Your High Street, spearheaded by 
Enfield Business and Retailers’ 
Association, can provide a real 
boost to the town’s economy.

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Donated defibrillator to 
save lives in community

A DEFIBRILLATOR unit that could save dozens of lives in 
the community has been purchased by the Ruth Winston 
Centre thanks to a donation from the Enfield Residents’ 
Priority Fund. 

Staff and volunteers at the centre have welcomed the 
arrival of the unit, which can be used by anybody in the local 
area in the event of an emergency. 

“It is an honour to be awarded the Enfield Residents’ 
Priority Fund to be able to purchase this unit for use in the 
local community,” said centre co-ordinator Jean Waller. “I 
just hope we never have to use it, but if we do - and only use 
it once - it will have been worth it.” 

The £2.1 million fund was set up by Enfield Council to 
address social, economic or environmental needs. The Ruth 
Wilson Centre originally received just under £4,000 to pur¬ 
chase a defibrillator, but were able to return the majority of 
the donation when the total cost came to £1,500. 

All staff at the centre have now been fully trained in oper¬ 
ating the defibrillator and centre manager Yvonne Quigley 
said that the training had been essential in building up con¬ 
fidence. 

“One of our volunteers had no previous first aid skills, but 
she now feels comfortable in dealing with an emergency 
calmly,” she said. 

Mrs Quigley also explained that training is not necessary 
because the unit is easy to use. 

She said: “It’s so simple, it talks you through everything 
beginning with ‘stay calm’. It also makes sure you’re keep¬ 
ing to a measured rhythm when you’re giving chest com¬ 
pressions.” 

Martin Bullock, Community Defibrillation Officer for the 
London Ambulance Service, told the centre’s staff during a 
training session that the survival rate in London has gone up 
to 33 per cent since the borough-wide introduction of 
mobile defibrillator units in 2004.

Film-makers 
bringing a 
ghostly tale 
to the cinema 


The Enfield poltergeist story is set to hit the big screen

THE Enfield poltergeist is back... 30 years after his last 
haunting the spooky spectre is set to return on the big screen. 

Producers John Kyriacou, 34, and Jay Stewart, 36, of Dead 
House Productions, hope to make the mysterious, inexplicable 
events of three decades ago into “the best horror film ever”. 

It was in August 1977 that the media descended on a coun¬ 
cil house in Green Street, Enfield, to report on the huge 
amount of disturbing paranormal activity happening there. 

Over 14 months the house’s occupants, Peggy Hodgson and 
her four children, were terrified by a series of inexplicable 
happenings. Furniture would move of its own accord, knock- 
ings on the wall were heard, children’s toys would fly across 
the room and then become too hot to be touched, and small 
fires and puddles of water would appear and disappear with¬ 
out warning. 

Most startling of all were the incidents involving Peggy’s 
youngest daughter Janet, who would become seemingly pos¬ 
sessed by the poltergeist for more than an hour at a time. In 


these periods she would speak in the voice of an old man, 
something which medical professionals have said is almost 
impossible to fake. During one such incident the poltergeist 
possessing Janet revealed himself as being called Bill With¬ 
ers and claimed to have died in the comer of the room after 
suffering a brain haemorrhage. 

After some research it was discovered that the previous 
occupant of the house had been a Mr Withers who had indeed 
died suddenly in the corner of the very room in which the 
recording had been made. 

The voice recording of this incident has been reworked to 
become the teaser for the film to be made by the local pro¬ 
duction company. 

Since launching a Facebook page last November wide¬ 
spread interest in the intriguing tale has earned them more 
than 500,000 hits. 

Jay said: “The sense of unease created by these events is so 
enduring because we cannot escape that primal fear of the 
unknown. This is not something you can run away from, it is 
an unknown entity.”

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Most unusual about the events that occurred in that council 
house is the fact they were verified by more than 30 inde¬ 
pendent witnesses including professional investigators of the 
paranormal, police officers and journalists, many of whom 
were highly sceptical before entering the property 

Hazel Short, 65, was the lollipop lady at Brimsdown Pri¬ 
mary School in Green Street in 1977. 

She said: “I was sitting on the wall outside the school, 
opposite the house, I looked across and I could see Janet in 
the window. She was horizontal and was just going up and 
down, up and down. 

“I was disturbed by the activity in the house, I didn’t believe 
it at first but now I don’t know. Peggy invited me inside one 
day. Despite it being a hot August day her house was freezing 
cold. She led me to the toilet where the brushes, toilet roll and 
bleach had stuck themselves to the wall.” 

Jay said: “I read the book, This House Is Haunted, by Guy 
Lyon Playfair, about the events when I was 13 and it scared 
the living daylights out of me. I had attended Brimsdown Pri¬ 
mary School, the same school as all four of the Hodgson chil¬ 
dren, opposite the council house. It was a story that caught the 
imagination of the entire community.” 

The two producers plan to bring the events into modern-day 


Enfield, shooting the film around the town. 

Since announcing their plans they have received a huge 
amount of interest from people who remember the events and 
have even been granted permission by a homeowner to shoot 
in a council house in Green Street. 

Jay and John hope that the good publicity for Enfield gen¬ 
erated by the film will restore pride in the town following the 
riots last summer. 

People will get the chance to take part in the telling of this 
spooky piece of local history as the team plans to recruit 
extras and set hands from the area, as well organising visits 
for school parties around the set. They are even considering 
holding the premiere at Enfield Cineworld, less than a mile 
from the house where the events took place. 

Jay and John said: “The movie will be the first horror film 
centred around a poltergeist since the release of Stephen 
Spielberg’s Poltergeist in 1982. 

“This is an amazing concept for a film and it’s particularly 
resonant for Londoners due to the geography and timeline of 
these events. This will not be a low budget concept film, like 
the Blair Witch Project, but a slick project that relates how 
terrifying the events that took place in Green Street were for 
all those involved.”

STORMY weather resulted in thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of damage to 
parks and roads across the borough 
last week.

worked extremely hard to make it safe 
for them and clear fallen trees and that 
work will continue until we’re sure 
every tree in the borough is safe. 

“In the meantime, if people spot a 
tree that they think has been damaged 
by the high winds, they should ring 


us so we can investigate,” added 
Mr Bond. 

“The safety of our residents is our 
main priority and we’ll be doing every¬ 
thing necessary to ensure this borough 
keeps moving and obstructions are 
cleared quickly and efficiently.”

Sarries triumph despite a slow start

H APPY New Year! 2011 showed how 
difficult it is to predict what will be 
national issues in the coming months 
but, if last week’s media is anything to 
go by, assisted suicide will be one this year. 

Should we free relatives from the burden of 
prosecution and allow terminally ill patients the 
choice of assisted death? 

Should we be concerned at the example over¬ 
seas where legalising 
assisted suicide has led 
to a huge increase in 
such deaths? 

Can adequate safe¬ 
guards be written into 
new laws to protect the 
vulnerable? 

Is legalising assisted suicide a step on the slip¬ 
pery slope to legalising euthanasia? 

It is an issue which cuts across party and ethi¬ 
cal lines. I recognise that caring for the termi¬ 
nally ill is a desperately difficult, complex and 
personal situation and any debate needs care and 
sensitivity and I would welcome hearing from 
those with direct experience. 


There’s no need to change 
the law on assisted suicide. 


My view is that there is not a need to change 
the law on assisted suicide. 

The prosecution guidelines published last 
February have given a compassionate view to 
judgments upon agonising decisions taken by rel¬ 
atives of terminally ill patients. 

Some 60 cases referred to the Director of 
Public Prosecutions have not led to prosecution. 
But it is right that the law makes clear that soci¬ 
ety respects life, with all 
its difficulties, and sui¬ 
cide is not to be encour¬ 
aged or assisted. 

I believe we need to 
I work harder at support- 
* ing end-of-life care 
through funding excellent palliative care, which 
is evident in our borough through Macmillan 
nurses, The Nightingale Cancer Support Centre 
and North London Hospice. 

The words of the French biologist Jean Rostand 
sum it up for me: “For my part I believe that there 
is no life so degraded, debased, deteriorated, or 
impoverished that it does not deserve respect and 
is not worth defending with zeal and conviction.”

50 50 and has warned that a strange caller offer¬ 
ing help “will almost certainly be a fraudster”. 

He promised that the council would crack 
down on rogue traders and said: “We will take 
every step necessary to track down and prosecute

rogue traders. They are a scourge of our society 
and prey on our most vulnerable residents.

Parking plan is no more than a money maker 


I FEEL I must state at the outset that I am not a

Car park sale 
is short-sighted 

THE worst decision for Southgate this year - 
and bringing no Christmas cheer or New Year 
wishes to residents - was upheld on December 
21 with a decision to sell off the public car park 
at The Bourne, Southgate, opposite Grovelands 
Park. This was done after objections from local 
councillors and residents were thrown out. 

For the one-off small amount of money raised 
that Labour councillors Mr Stafford and Mr 
Bond will be able to stuff into the council coffers 
for selling this tiny piece of land off to develop¬ 
ers, the public car park and good public access 
will be lost forever. 

Four Labour councillors - Alan Sitkin, 
Eleftherios Savva, Derek Levy and Ingrid 
Cranfield - voted in favour of the decision to 
dispose of this site supposedly for the benefit for 
residents! As Mr Sitkin, who is the only one who 
lives locally and whose house backs onto 
Grovelands park, tucked into his Christmas 
turkey sipping champagne overlooking over the 
park, I hope he spared a thought for residents 
who will not be able to park and enjoy the park. 

Mr Sitkin, who also sits on the Environment, 
Parks And Leisure Scrutiny Panel, Green Belt 
Forum and Public Transport Consultative 
Group, always puts politics first and ignores his 
responsibilities to protect green areas and public 
access to them. He constantly bangs on about 
moral compasses, so let’s hope he gets a new one 
out of his Christmas cracker! 

The sale of the car park offers no long-term 
benefit to anyone in Enfield and the council is 
looking actively to sell off any other scrap of 
land or car park rather than reduce waste from 
within.

There is no argument that I am able to make 
which backs up the hypothesis that this will help 
to boost retail growth in the borough and therefore 
by extension boost the boroughs economic devel¬ 
opment as a whole.

Bank’s pie-in-the-sky 
prediction is craziest 
way to start the year 


T HE start of any new year inevitably 
brings an avalanche of predictions, and 
while the advent of 2012 was no differ¬ 
ent, the barmiest I heard came from 
Goldman Sachs, the investment bank that hit the 
headlines recently having escaped paying a 
£10million tax bill. 

It has predicted that in 2050, Britain will over¬ 
take Germany, France and Japan and we’ll have 
the third highest income in the world - after 
America and South Korea. 

Well, there’s one sure thing, a lot of us won’t be 
around to check it. 

Never mind forecasting 38 years ahead, mil¬ 
lions of us are more concerned with the here and 
now, with the kind of world we’re creating for our 
children and grandchildren. 

So let me tell you about our Forum member 
Bill Mackay. 

He spent more than 30 years in the prison ser¬ 
vice. He was a prison governor for six years and 
he’s seen at first hand how successive govern¬ 
ments have created a growing army of failed and 
jailed young people, with no plans in the 
pipeline to either educate or train teenagers who 
go off the rails. 


The prison population in the 1960s was about 
24,000. Now it is 88,000 and likely to grow still 
further as unemployment mounts, bringing warn¬ 
ings of a repeat of the August riots unless some¬ 
thing is done. 

My friend Bill reckons there is scope to reha¬ 
bilitate and reduce re-offending by tens of thou¬ 
sand if we invested in sustained education and 
skills training. 

“Teenagers must be kept out of prison at 
all cost,” says Bill. “At the moment all our 
society wants to do is punish people, and where 
has that got us? I’d like to see each of our top 
banks, companies and soccer clubs being com¬ 
pelled to support the creation of at least two 
youth clubs.” 

Now wouldn’t that make for a better 2012 than 
the pie-in-the-sky predictions for 2050?

Prayers are answered as 
new church is completed

THE Enfield Evangelical Free 
Church is celebrating the official 
opening of its new building after 
eight years of worshipping in the 
wilderness. 

Church-goers have been going to 
services in Enfield County School 
for the past eight years after a com¬ 
pulsory purchase order was served 
on the old church building in Cecil 
Road in 2004 when the town centre 
was being developed. 

Although the council provided 
financial compensation, the church 
was responsible for a huge chunk of 
fundraising and totalled £900,000 in 
pledges from the congregation 
towards the new building, also in 
Cecil Road. 

Martin Finnie, publicity deacon 
for the church, is thrilled that the 
new building, which took 15 months 
to complete, is open for worship. 

“The new building is fantastic,” he 
said. “The first difference is we were 
having to have two services. Our 
congregation is around 400 people. 
Now on a Sunday morning we have 
capacity for up to 570 people.” 

He is also happy that the church 
also has a fully equipped kitchen 
as well as classrooms and private 
studies where pastors can prepare 
their sermons. 


While he is excited about the pos¬ 
sibilities of the new building, he 
admits there was some impatience 
among the congregation about how 
long the process was taking. 

“There might have been a bit of 
‘how much longer’,” the deacon told 
the Advertiser. 


“The process seemed to take a 
long time. We were going to take a 
site, but then they discovered run¬ 
ning water underneath where we 
wanted to build. So that delayed 
things for a while.” 

The congregation celebrated the 
new building with a special thanks¬ 


giving service last Saturday and the 
church will be holding a number of 
open days in the coming weeks to 
allow Enfield residents to have a 
look around the new building.

W HEN Land Rover starts 
to embrace the growing 
trend for front-wheel 
drive SUVs you know 
the concept isn’t some flash-in-the 
pan gimmick. In truth, there’s a lot to 
be said for a two-wheel drive “soft- 
roader”. Many 4x4s never see a 
muddy track and the economy sav¬ 
ings of only two driven wheels will be 
of greater benefit to many owners. 

There’s a new breed of buyers out 
there now. Cars such as the Range 
Rover Sport have shown that popu¬ 
larity is not just about ability. Brand 
image and the whole lifestyle pack¬ 
age are equally important to an 
increasing number of owners. 

Providing a slightly more affordable 
alternative is the new Evoque. A 
bold-looking compact SUV, it’s 
already created a stir and won 
numerous awards, and in four-wheel 
drive guise is surprisingly capable. 


Rover goes on 
economy drive 


Predictably, a front-wheel drive 
variant was an inevitable addition to 
the range. There will be cynics who 
believe such a car dilutes the brand, 
but company bosses will point to real 
benefits: improved fuel consumption, 
lower C0 2 emissions and reduced 
weight. And if you want to buy into 
the Range Rover image but aren’t 
overly fussed about a car’s mountain 
climbing abilities, this two-wheel 
drive Evoque ticks more boxes than 
the detractors would care to admit. 

By removing 75kg of excessive 
weight - that’ll be the part of the 
transmission that’s no longer needed 
- plus fitting a 150-horsepower ver¬ 
sion of the Evoque’s 2.2-litre diesel 
complete with engine stop-start, this 
two-wheel drive car boasts a cred¬ 
itable 129g/km C0 2 in three-door 
Coupe form and 57.6mpg. It’s a frac¬ 
tion more in five-door trim, but still 
better than the all-wheel drive 


model’s extra 20g/km C02 penalty 
and 8mpg higher fuel consumption 
with the same engine. 

The car’s electric power steering - 
another fuel saving technology - 
offers a good blend of accuracy and 
assistance at all speeds. On a similar 
note the engine’s stop-start feature 
also works well, shutting down and 
firing up the motor with the minimum 
of fuss. 

If you need an Evoque that will take 
you (almost) anywhere the all-wheel 
drive version will surprise you with its 
abilities. For many who have no such 
requirements but still want to be part 
of what has become an increasingly 
attractive brand, the two-wheel drive 
car will not disappoint. 

Crucially there’s no hint of a com¬ 
promise when it comes to the owner¬ 
ship experience. From its rakish 
looks to the wealth of standard and 
optional equipment - especially the 



stunning panoramic glass roof - it’s 
hard to find fault. And when you fac¬ 
tor in the fuel, emissions and poten¬ 
tial tax savings, you realise that 
beyond the badge there’s real depth 
to this particular Evoque’s abilities. 

In summary, the Range Rover repu¬ 
tation stays intact despite the car’s 
lack of genuine, go-anywhere ability. 
As the brand moves towards satisfy¬ 
ing both traditional and new cus¬ 
tomers the company has taken care 
not to sacrifice its core values.

GROWING 

CONCERN

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR 
manager Harry Redknapp is 
hoping that a growing injury 
list will not derail their 
prospects of challenging for the 
Premier League title. 

Spurs welcome Everton to 
White Hart Lane tonight as 
they finally play their game in 
hand over the other top clubs, 
looking for a win which will see 
them move level with second- 
placed Manchester United - 
just three points adrift of table¬ 
topping Manchester City. 

However, Tottenham are still 
counting the cost of last Tues¬ 
day’s 1-0 victory over West 
Bromwich Albion which saw 
defender William Gallas and 
midfielder Sandro both pick up 
calf strains which could leave 
them sidelined for some time. 

The club were then hit by a 
further setback when Ledley 
King suffered a hamstring injury 


in training on Friday, leaving 
Michael Dawson - who has 
only just recovered from a four- 
month Achilles injury lay-off - 
Younes Kaboul and wantaway 
Sebastien Bassong as the only 
fit central defenders at the club. 

“Ledley has done his ham¬ 
string,” Redknapp admitted. 
“Sandro and Gallas both have 
calf tears. I don’t know how long 
they will be out for. 

“Injuries are a problem. It 
will be the team with the 
strongest squad who will win 
the league. 

“We have a good squad, but 
in one or two positions we 
haven’t got a lot of cover. It’s 
a problem, and the chairman 
and I have spoken about one or 
two players.” 

The defensive injuries may 
lead to Redknapp stepping up 
his bid to bolster the squad 
during the current transfer win¬ 
dow, with Spurs reportedly 
interested in signing either 


Bolton’s Gary Cahill or Black¬ 
burn’s Christopher Samba. 

However, Chelsea have 
already agreed a fee with Bolton 
for Cahill, and Redknapp admits 
that it is hard for Tottenham 
to compete with the financial 
power of their London rivals. 

He said: “It’s difficult trying 
to beat Chelsea if you’re going 
in for the same player, because 
their wage structure would be 
on a different level to ours. 

“If you’re in for the same 
player, they’ll blow you out of 
the water. I like Cahill - but if 
you make him an offer, then 
Chelsea can give him more. 

“You can’t really compete in 
terms of making an offer. 
That’s the problem. You are 
trying to finish above them, but 
it’s not easy.”
